Expressing the thanks of President Truman for the Club's letter regarding the William 
Oatis case, Joseph Short, White House press secretary, this week said "I can assure you that 
the Government's efforts to obtain Mr. Oatis' release will proceed with vigor." Mr. Short's 
letter was in reply to a memorandum addressed to President Truman by Chairman BRUNO SHAW of 
the Freedom of Press and Information Committee and containing six recommended steps to secure » 
the release of Oatis from a Czechoslavak prison. 

The text of the White House letter follows: 

“Dear Mr. Shaw: The President has asked me to thank the Overseas Press Club of America 
for your recommendations concerning the case of William N. Oatis. 

“The President is deeply concerned about the outrageous arrest and ‘conviction’ of Mr. 
Oatis by the Czechoslovakian communist government. He is determined to do everything possible 
to effect his release. 

"Your recommendations have been forwarded to the Department of State and I can assure 
you that the Government's efforts to obtain Mr. Oatis' release will proceed with vigor. 

"The President appreciates the thoughtful suggestions which you have made. 

"Sincerely yours, Joseph Short, Secretary to the President." 

Also this week Club Headquarters received a letter from Mrs. William Oatis applauding 
“ne Club's action. "I must say that the letter to President Truman from Mr. SHAW", she 
wrote, "is the most concrete, feasible plan of action that I have yet been able to see...1I
